Captain George U. DiiriiUoii. 

It is our melanclioly duty to announce the death 
of C iptain George R. Davidson. Ho died on 
Tuesday list, after an illness of about tliirty-six 
hours. 

The life of Captain Davidson was one of al- 
most constant activity, and a large portion of it 
was devoted to militiry service. C.iptain D. was 
horn in Fr-inkfort, Kentucky, in tlu' year lc27 or 
'2s. He was h.irdly twenty years of age when 
he entered the cavalry regiment coimn iii'lcd by 
Col. Humphrey .Mai shall, as second lieiitcii iiit 
ill C.iptain .Milniii’.s company. He was made- 
prisoner at Eiicarnacia. He with Major Borland 
differed from the rest of tiieir superior oflic-i-.s in 
regard to the course of conduct at Eiicarii aria, 
and h:id his wisiies been followed, there might 
have been one surrender less in /American history 
From Encaniacia he was taken with his fellow- 
prisoners to tho city of .Mexico, at wliieli place, 
after Gcu. Scott's eutry, he did good service iu 
the army. 

AVben gold was first discovered in California, 
in Ir'-l":, lie was among tlic fir.st in the great move- 
iiieut which has planted /American civiliz^ition on 
the Pacific coast. During liis residence in C.il- 
ifunii.iihe occupied various positions of trust and 
responsibility, under tlic city and State govern- 
ments, aud ids e.xccBent qualities, bolti of lie.ad 
aud heart, endeared him to a large circle of ac- 
quaintances and friends in San Francisco and oth- 
er parts of the State. 

But no amount of civil employment, no num- 
ber of political ties could stifle in his breast the 
ile.sire for military employment anil military ilis- 
tinction; with the true spirit of the soldier, lie 
sought continually for some field of hoiior.iblc 
enterprise, where all the qualities of his full and 
perfect manhood uiiglit be made manifest; con- 
scious of possessing the skill and spirit requisite 
for military service, he panted for some scene 
where all his qualities might find development. 

.Accordingly, in 1853, when the expedition to 
Lower California gave promise of active milita- 
ry operations, in ilie northern dcparinieuts of 
Mexico, Captain D.iviiison was among the first 
and tlic most active of the expeditionisu at Eii- 
siinada, and he clearly saw the benefits tliat would 
accrue to tlie iiili ibitaiits of Upper .Mexico, as 
well as to the people of the United Slates, iu 
case the expedition iv.as successful, and with 
tlioiights full of energy he devoted himself to t!ie 
enterprise. During tiio most of tiio time he was 
in Lower California, he was in coinmiml of an 
outpost (La G imellii) and exhibited the intelli- 
gence and energy the po.?ition required. 

After tiie United States government, making 
use of many powers unknown to the constitution 
and tiie laws,' hail succeeded in preventing the 
object of tlie expeuiiioii. Captain .Davidson re- 
turned to San Francisco, ivhcro herem.iiiiud tiutil 
sailing for Nicaragua in September last. 

He arrived in San Juan on the 3d of October, 
aud altiiough seriously unwell at tiio lime, 
marched with his company into Granada on the 
morningof the 13th. Sick as he has been during 
much of the time since his arrival in the country, 
he has not failed to have his influence felt in liis 
comp.anv, and throughout tho battalion; and in 
the last hours of his illness all the energy of his 
intelligent and dauntless .soul was fully manifest. 

/Although he died not as the soldier loves to 
die, amid the stir of b ittie, and witli the shout 
of triumph iu his cars; although he sunk under 
the b.incfnl influence of a mystcriou.s malady, 
still he met the great conqueror, Death, with un- 
shrinking eyes and unfailing courage. His mem- 
ory will not soon die, and long after bis bones 
have mingled with their mother earth his com- 
panions in arms will remember his manly qual- 
ities, and write the history of his generous acts.

lic ehureh is in truth so favorable to civil free- 
dom, how does it nappeii that the people of 
Rome, and of the States of the church, have 
so very little of tliat freedom? There is a coun- 
try over which tlie Pope has liad supreme 
and direct civil power, -and .acknowledged civil 
jurisdiction, for centuries; how comes it that 
that country does not present an cxamplo of 
a free government and a happy people, for 
the emulation of the rest of the woild? — 
Why has not the church conferred free institu- 
tions upon a country in which she has had, for 
ages, unrestricted scope for the exercise of her 
pleasure and her boneficcncu? How comes it, 
that the government there has been so long a 
grinding despoti'ni ? How did it happien that 
when the people of that country, a very few years 
ago, rose in their own might, and east ofl' llic 
civil bondage tiiut was crushing them, tlie Pope 
called in the aid of French soldiery to replace 
that bondage upon his people? .And how comes 
it that he now sits there u civil despot, maintain- 
ed upon his throne by French and -Austrian bayo- 
nets, while ho sways his sceptre over an unw ill- 
ing people ? 

Shall we be told that the people of the Pope’s 
civil dominions in Italy are not fit for freedom? 
If this he so, it only shifts and increases the dif- 
ficulty. It does not dissipate it; still less does it 
explain it wiili credit to the church. If the peo- 
ple of the P.ipal States are not fit for freedom, 
why arc tlicy not fit? There is no bar of inferior- 
ity of race i no inherent inborn incapacity. They 
arc of the blood of the ancient Romans ; and Europe 
has no better. Why are they not as fit for free 
domnow, »n icr professed Christian rule, — under 
the imnieliiite iiiHiietiec and control of one who 
professes to he the Vicc-gcrent of God upon 
earth — IS they were in the d.ays of idolatry, and 
under the instruction and influence of such heathen 
leaders as Junius Brutus? Who has instructed 
the minds, developed the souls, and f.ishioncd the 
whole character of that people? The church — 
the c’.iurch, .alone. The church has had control of 
them at every point for ages. She has ruled their 
spirits as well as their bodies. She has fashioned 
and controlled their government, their devotion, 
their educition, and their amusements. They have 
been in her luinJs ns clay in the hands of the potter. 
She has made them what they arc. If she in- 
deed iin'Jcr.stands civil freedom and loves it, why 
has she not educated there a race of noble free- 
men, as c.xamplar.s for the rest of the world, and 
iinuguritcJ among them a government adapted 
to the highest dovelopement of human crcRtnc-s 
anlhumui happiness?
